The News reporter inspected P. A. 
Norris* silo Wednesday afternoon and 
found It about half filled with silage. 
The work will be completed in a day 
or two. 
As stated sometime 
ago 
the 
18 
acres of corn in the field north of 
the new Norrie house was just about 
as fine a prospect as could be found 
anywhere, although after 
the dry 
weather set in it would have been 
better if it bad been 
thinner. 
Mr. 
Norris says he 
took 
a 
gambler’s 
chance on plenty of rain and partly 
lost out. However, considerable corn 
was raised to spite *of the dry weath­ 
er. Mr. Norris is farming it strictly 
according to government demonstra­ 
tion methods. The corn is now being 
cut with a corn binder and hauled 
to the silo where stalk and all is 
ground very fine and blown into the 
silo. It is packed down and ready for 
feeding a t any time. However, there 
is so much of it that it is doubtful 
if the silo with its 200-ton capacity 
will be laijge enough to hold it Es­ 
timating this feed at the very low 
figure of $5 per ton, the total value 
o fthe field of 18 acres is 
81,000, 
whereas, if it had not been left alone 
all that would have been got out of 
it would have been the ear corn. 
Mr. Norris is so elated over his ex­ 
periment that he plans to break the 
ground as soon as the corn is cut and 
plant the field in peas. *If that crop 
makes anything he will build another 
silo and fill it with peas and kafir 
corn.

Oklahoma City, July 17.—That ef­ 
forts are being made to refer the two 
anti-gambling billa passed by the last 
legislature at a special election, or 
to arrange It so they must go over 
until the general election next year, 
is the information that comes from a 
reliable source. However, those nat­ 
urally interested in securing the voice 
of the people on the measures, or in 
having their enforcement delayed as 
long as possible, deny any knowledge 
of the reported activity in the matter 
It is said to be the intention to 
secure names on petitions that have 
already been printed and ready for 
circulation end that no attempt will 
bp made to include the two measures 
in the election to be held in August 
It is understood to be the purpose to 
"ait until the anti-gambling meas­ 
ures are about to become effective 
the first of October, and then file 
them in the office of the secretary of 
stare. This will act as a stay to the 
enforcement of the laws until an elec­ 
tion may be had. In case Governor 
Cruce would not call a special elec­ 
tion then they could not be voted up­ 
on until the general election in 1914. 
The two measures involved pro­ 
hibit betting on horse races either 
at the race track or in pool halls, and 
the regular anti-gambling act, which 
aims at ambling in eneral with dice, 
cards, roulette wheels, etc. 
It is understood that ever since the 
leislature passed the two laws inter­ 
ests involved have been aetive in hav­ 
ing them referred to the people with 
the hope of defeating the legislative 
efforts.
